United States ambassador at St. Pe- * 
tersburg on last Sunday made the first 
move toward the cancellation of the 1 
treaty.

pr* sident notified 
the 
United States senate of his action and 
asked for the approval and ratification 
of that body. 
President Taft’s p ro ceV re in ter 
initiating the treaty was in marked 
contrast to the method proiKised by ! 
th*> house of representatives in the I 
Sulzer resolution. 
Instead of boldly 
accusing Russia of having violated the 
terms of the treaty 
President Taft 
served 
notice of the desire of th< 
United States to terminate It, on the 
ground that it is no longer responsive 
to the “ political and m aterial relations 
of the two countries,” and because the 
treaty has “ given rise from time to 
time to certain controversies equally 
regretted by both governments." 


Emphasizes Friendly Relations. 


The 
president 
not only 
refrained 
from any direct reference to discrim i­ 
nation on account of race or religion, > 
but he accepted the opportunity to 
i emphasize the long standing friendly 
i relations 
between 
the 
two 
govern­ 
ments and to express an earnest hope 
! for their continuance and the final n< • 
gotiatlon of another treaty of friend­ 
ship, commerce and navigation. 
As a result of the president’s diplo­ 
matic handling of the situation any 
likelihood of Russia regarding the ter­ 
mination of the treaty as an affront 
has disappeared and state department 
officials are certain that the relations 
of the United States with Russia will 
continue on the same cordial basis 
that has existed for years. 
There is 
good reason to believe that 
Russia 
has already informed this government 
that she is willing to enter into a dis­ 
cussion with a view to negotiating a 
nsw treaty. 
The senate committee on foreign re­ 
lations, with a view to ratifying the 
president’s action, sidetracked the Sul- I 
*er resolution, the wording of which 
gave extreme offense to Russia, and 
submitted u resolution, prepared by 
Senator Lodge, diplom atically phrased, 
in accord with the president's mes­ 
sage. 
An effort wus made in the senate to 
pass this resolution, but Senator Hey* 
burn objected to uudue haste and it 
went over. 
Senator Hitchcock, Demo 
crat, of Nebraska is the only member 
of the senate committee on foreign 
relations who refused to support the 
modified resolution. 
He introduced a 
resolution of his own, framed along 
the lines of the Sulzer resolution, but 
a little less harsh than the Sulzer pro 
duction.

President Taft, in sending his com 
munication to the senate, ignores the 
bouse of representatives. 
He sent his 
message to the senate as a part of the 
treaty making power of the govern­ 
ment. 
The failure of the president to 
include the house in his communica­ 
tion led to an attack u|w>n the presi­ 
dent by Senator Culberson, Democrat, 
of Texas soon ufter the message was 
received in the senate. 
Senator Cul­ 
berson questioned the authority of the 
president to serve notice of the ter­ 
mination of the treaty without the au­ 
th orization of at least the senate, also 
the propriety of ignoring the house 
The intimation was plain in Senator 
Culberson’s remarks 
that 
the presi 
dent had sought a |>olili<al advantage 
In thus moving for the termination of 
the treaty before congress had passed 
any resolution 
Senator Culberson said that he could 
not venture a prediction as to hew far 
the Democrats of the senate would go 
in their opposition to the Lodge re so 


lotion, or any other resolution approv­ 
ing the action of the president in tak­ 
ing the matter out of the hands of 
congress, following 
the adoption of 
the Sulzer resolution in the house. 
“ There is a feeling among the Demo­ 
crats," he said, "that the president is 
trying to steal their thunder. 
I think 
the country 
ought 
to 
be made ac­ 
quainted with the facts.” 
Republican leaders in the senate 
clared that they would reply to 
Democratic criticism and would 
fend 
the president’s course on 
ground that the house did not choose 
to wait for a termination of the presi 
dent’s negotiations with Russia or for 
his further message on the subject 
The action taken by the house, they 
said, left the president in a position 
where he had to step in “ to avoid a 
serious diplomatic incident.”

Speaker Cannon is trying to find out 
how much it costs “ per »«jutrrel or per 
fie»" to drive the threatened bubonic 
plague out of California. 
In a hearing 
before the house appropriations com 
mittee Robert O. Bailey, assistant sec­ 
retary of the treasury, said $23,000 a 
month is now being »pent in C ali­ 
fornia in au effort to eradicate ground 
squirrel», fleas from which carry the i 
bubonic plague 
Including the fight 
begun in 1907 against the rats in San 
Francisco the government has speut 1
